It  ts  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  outline  the 
general  policy  of  the  Campaign  and  apportion 
the  half  million  tlthers  to  the  various  states. 

SS.  THE  STATE 

The  State  Steering  Committee  is  also  composed 
hf  nine  members  as  follows:  Chairman  of  the 
Laymen  s  Commute,  Corresponding  Secretary 
of  the  Convention  Board  Corresponding  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  W  M.  U...  Sunday  School  Secretary, 
BY  PC  Secretary.  Editor  of  the  Baptist  Record, 
t  executive  Secretary  of  the  Education  Commis¬ 
sion,  a  representative  Pastor,  and  an  Enlistment 
aian.

Plu¬ 
tarch  mentioned  a  custom  of  the  Romans  of 
paying  Hercules  dhe  tithe  of  what  they  took 
from  their  enemies.

It  will  be  observed  all  through  the  long  period 
of  the  Old  Testament  that  both  material  and 
spirltnal  prosperity  attended  Israel  so  long  as 
they  remembered  the  Lord  with  their  tithes 
and  offerings  and  that  when  they  robbed  Him 
they  were  cursed  with  a  curse. — Mai.  1:9. 

There  is  no  question  concerning  the  teach¬ 
ing  of  the  tithe  so  far.

If  so.  why?  If  so,  why  do  aot  the  Bcrlpturee  so 
state?

another.  If  the  Christian  gets  out  from 
under  the  tithing  law,  is  it  not  because  he 
is  possessed  of  a  new  Spirit  which  causes  him 
to  want  to  give  a  tenth  or  more  through  love, 
rather  than  fear.  The  compulsion  is  now  from 
within,  rather  than  from  without.  Instead  of 
law  compelling,  love  constrains.  Are  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  churches  ssfficiently  conscientious, 
now.  to  be  trusted  to  do  their'  duty  In  giving 
without  having  a  standard  such  as  was  given 
to  Israel?  If  so.  then  we  need  no  standard. 
Does  not  experience  teach  us  that  people  of  the 
present  day  are  just  as  prone  to  rob  God  as  was 
Isreal  In  the  long  ago?  Was  not  the  command¬ 
ment  requiring  the  Jew  to  tithe  given  because 
all  ware  not  willing,  as  Jacob  was,  to  tithe 
voluntarily?  Then  does 'not  t  hli.  make  tithing  a 
moral  obligation? 


God  wants  this,  for  He  has  given  so  many 
promises  of  prosperity  conditioned  on  honor¬ 
ing  Him  with  our  substance. 

The  writer  ot  the  epistle  to  the  Hebrews 
sets  forth  the  superiority  of  the  Christian  re¬ 
ligion  over  the  Jewish.  It  would  be  hard 
though  to  get  many  of  our  preachers  of  to¬ 
day  who  have  to  endure  the  anxiety  caused 
by  unpaid  salaries  to  believe  that  the  present 
system  for  supporting  the  pastor  Is  superior 
to  the  Jewish  system  where  the  people  brought 
a  tenth  of  all  and  presented  it  to  the  Levltes. 
Evidently  the  Lord  loves  the  preachers  of  the 
present  as  much  as  He  loved  the  priests  of 
old.  We  need  a  system  which  will  adequately 
support  our  pastors.  The  tithe  will  do  it.  If 
the  pastors  will  pash  this  campaign  for  tlth- 
ers,  there  will  he  a  new  day  for  the  kingdom. 
The  financia  problem  will  be  solved  when  the 
righteousness  of  the  Christian  with  reference 
to  bis  giving  becomes  equal  to  that  of  the  Jew. 
Surely  the  Lord  has  given  a  plan  which  will 
take  care  of  His  work.

8.  .Grace  Sad  .Tithing 


When  did  grace  come?  It  came  by  Jesus 
Christ.  Did  tithing  go  when  grace  came?  No. 
The  people,  along  with  the  poor  widow  cast 
their  tithes  while  the  Master  sat  over  by  the 
treasury.  The  Jews  titled  their  mint,  Snlse  and 
cummin  (IMt.  23:23),  and  the  master  said  this 
they  should  have  done.  (Josephus  Says  that 
the  law  did  not  require  them  to  tithe  these 
things  i .  One  has  said  that  Christians  are  not 
obligated  by  this  passage,  because  Jesus  was 
talking  to  the  rankest  sinners.  Our  answer  to 
that  would  be  that  It  Jesus  looked  upon  tithing 
as  an  obligation  for  the  rankest  sinner.  He  surely 
wuld  expect  His  followers  to  do  no  less.  If  to 
become  a  Christian  released  one  from  the  tithing 
obligation,  the  Jew,  finding  It  out,  would  cer¬ 
tainly  have  been  Induced  to  abandon  Judalsib; 
for  he  loved  money. — Lu.  16:14.  All  the  Jews 
who  were  required  to  tilths  weren't  God's  people 
In  a  spiritual  sense.  This  fact  strengthens  the 
Idea  of  the  moral  obligation  of  tithing  upon 
all  people  We  have  read  everything  available 
on  the  doctrine  of  the  tithe,  both  pro  and  con. 
and  the  writings  of  no  opponent  have  ever  con¬ 
vinced  us  that  the  Christian  Is  not  morally 
bound  to  pay  at  least  one-tenth  of  his  Income 
to  the  Lord.  Twenty  yesrs'  experience  in  tithing 
only  helps  to  confirm  (his  belief.  Morally  It  Is 
Just  as  binding  on  the  Jew  ss  it  Is  upon  the 
Christian  Some  truths  you  need  to  practice  in 
order  to  believe  them  This  may  account  for 
some  of  the  opposition  J  to  the  tithe.  Taste  and 
see  that  it 


"When  should  I  commence  tithing  my  in¬ 
come?” 

Now — today.  Count  what  money  you  have 
on  hand,  give  one-tenth  of  it,  and  tithe  all 
you  receive  thereafter. 

How  can  a  man  know  his  Income  until  he 
takes  his  annual  inventory  or  markets  the  pro¬ 
ducts  of  his  farm? 

Estimate  as  closely  as  you  can  what  It  will 
probably  be  and  give  on  that  basis  until  you 
know  your  income  for  the  year.  If  you  have 
over  given  and  can  afford  it  let  it  go  as  a 
free  will  offering.  Otherwise  replace  It  from 
your  next  earnings. 

"What  constitutes  my  Income?” 

If  you  are  a  farmer,  It  Is  all  the  money  you 
receive  for  the  products  of  your  farm  and  the 
rash  value  of  all  your  family  consumes,  less 
all  the  money  paid  for  hired  help,  seed,  fer¬ 
tiliser,  etc. 

If  you  are  a  physician  your  income  Is  all  you 
receive  less  your  professional  expenses,  but  not 
family  and  personal  expenses. 

If  you  are  a  lawyer,  substantially  the  same 
rules  apply  as  to  a  physician. 

If  you  are  a  minister,  it  is  the  total  amount 
you  receive  less  expenses  directly  connected 
with  your  ministerial  duties. 

If  you  are  a  merchant  or  a  manufacturer  or 
a  banker,  of  course  you  keep  accurate  accounts. 

Your  income  is  the  gross  profits  of  your  bus¬ 
iness  less  strictly  business  expenses  but  not 
family  or  personal  expenses. 

If  you  are  a  mechanic, or  employe  and  wage 
worker  In  any  capacity  whether  by  the  day, 
month  or  year,  your  Income  is  all  you  receive 
less  business  expenses  cnnected  with  your  work. 

"Suppose  I  am  In  debt.  8hould  I  not  pay 
jny  debts  before  tithing  my  income?”

Haul  alludes  to  the  tithing  ordinance  when 
he  says:  "Even  so  hath  the  Lord  ordained  that 
they  which  preach  the  gospel  shall  live  of  the 
gospel."  And  In  Chambers  Encyclopedia,  title, 
"Tithe",  ye  find  that  The  Apostolic  Canons. 
Apostolical  Constitution.  Cyprian  on  the  Unity 
of  the  Chereh,  Ambrose,  Chrysostom,  Augus¬ 
tine  and  other  leaders  of  both  divisions  of  the 
chu$rh  abound  with  allusions  ito  the  tithe, 
showing  that  the  early  churches  tithed  until 
into  the  second  centur»k  But  the  whole  of  the 
Christian  church  now  gives  Instead  of  one  dollar 
out.  of  every  ten.  the  pitiable  mite  of  twenty 
cents. 

If  you  say,  (as  many  do),  that  all  a  Chris 
tian  has  belonga  to  the  Lord,  then  we  are 
certainly  safe  in  saying  that  a  tenth  of  sl|l 
he  possesses  Is  the  Lord's.  But  to  say  all  he 
has  is  the  Lord's,  gets  us  no  where.  We 
know  he  Is  not  going  to  give  all  of  It  up 
while  he  lives.  Then  how  much?  The  Bible 
has  named  no  less  than  the  tenth  of  the  in¬ 
come.  We  shall  have  to  accept  some  standard 
or  no  standard.  Why  not  accept  the  only 
deflnate  one  God  has  given? 

Many  things  lead  us  to  believe  that  God's 
approval  Is  still  upon  the  tlther.  In  the  first 
place,  a  tithing  church  has  sufficient  funds  to 
carry  on  Its  work  at  home  and  to  do  much 
good  abroad.  This  Is  oenalnly  pleasing  to 
God  who  wsnts  His  work  to  succeed.

It  starts  In  rathter  poky 
fashion,  but  It  picks  up  speed  and  Intaraet,  and 
flniahes  at  about  a  mil#  a  minute  Th*  book  gets 
It*  name  from  the  alia*  which  th*  haro  assume* 
upon  taking  that  character  In  a  troop  of  strol¬ 
ling  players.  Scaramouch*  was  a  good  stock 
character  In  the  old  French  drama  as  wars 
Columbia*  and  Harlequin.  Not  from  conscience, 
but  to  punish  the  murderer  of  a  friend,  th*  haro 
assumes  successfully  the  parts  of  a  revolution¬ 
ary,  agitator,  playar  and  fencing  master.  Arrayed 
against  the  nobility,  he  cornea  to  find  hlmaalf 
of  noble  birth;  fighting  on  th#  aid*  of  the  op¬ 
pressed.  He  falls  in  lov*  with  a  girl  of  noble

coming  to  them  right  away.  They  pray  tor  an 
average  increase  of  4  each  month.  If  tba  Lord 
Will  bear  their  ;prayer  In  thla  and  give  them  n 
proportionate  financial  growth,  they  will  raise 
during  the  current  financial  year  over  $3,000, 
and  all  thla  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  not  one  of 
them  owns  so  much  aa  a  “flivver,  much  laaa  an 
automobile.  At  the  end  of  the  current  year,  they 
hope  to  stand  Independent  of  any  further  de¬ 
nominational  help.  Here  la  a  place  where  mis¬ 
sion  money  has  counted  In  the  aalvntlon  of  the 
lost,  and  that  largely  because  of  the  earnest 
consecrated  effort  of  the  fine  servant  of  God 
who  lead*  tbls  little  church.

A  CRACK  SHOT  AT  ‘INNOCENT  BYSTANDER”

In  the-  hope  that  the  Record  will  not  refuse 
a  word  from  an  old  Miaalsalpplan  now  living 
outside  the  state,  I  want  to  aay  a  few  words  to 
the  brother  who  comee  to  the  defense  of  Evo¬ 
lution  In  last  week's  paper  under  the  name  of 
"Innocent  Bystander.”  Since  thla  writer  la  no 
longer  an  Innocent  Bystander  by  virtnre  of  the 
fart  that  he  has  now  Joined  the  fight  good 
and  strong  In  hl>  defense  of  Evolution,  I  want 
to  show  the  readers  of  the  Record  some  reason* 
why  a  man  cannot  accept  the  Bible  and  Evolu¬ 
tion  at  the  same  time,  and  that  the  two  are  mu¬ 
tually  contradictory  to  each  other. 

1.  First,  the  Bible  Is  the  Inspired  word  of 
God.  and  sets  forth  the  final  will  of  God  to  man 
aa  to  hi*  creation,  and  final  destiny.  The  Bible 
brings  to  man  a  “Revelation'  of  things  which 
man  "by  wisdom"  could  never  know. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Theory  of  Evolution 
Is  the  Invention  of  man's  wladom.  It  was  origi¬ 
nated  by  men  who  themselvee  were  confessed  In¬ 
fidels  and  atheists  who  boasted  of  the  fact  that 
"Science  has  nothing  to  do  with  th*  Bible".  The 
Theory  of  Evolution  (4  the  attempt  of  arrogant 
man  to  explain  the  nntrerae  and  all  thing  there¬ 
in  by  processes  that  leave  God  ont  of  th*  ac¬ 
count.  When  a  man.  therefor*,  aocept*  Evolu¬ 
tion.  he  deliberately  tarns  hi*  back  on  the  Bible 
and  nceepts  man's  wladom  In  the  place  of  God's 
Word  which  says,  "My  thoughts  are  not  yonr 
thoughts,  neither  are  my  ways  your  way*  aalth 
the  Lord  For  at  the  heaven*  nre  higher  than  the 
earth,  ao  are  my  ways  higher  than  yonr  waya. 
and  my  thoughts  than  your  thoughts.” 

There  la  the  choice  that  Innocent  Bystander 
makes  when  he  gets  over  Into  the  camp  of  the 
Infidels  and  atheist*  to  start  on. 

2.  The  principles  of  Evolution  are  tha  pound 
work  and  foundation  of  every  modern  “ism”  and 
cult  that  denies  the  Bible.

These  all  have  a  substitute  for  th*  Bible  and 
propagate  ways  that  are  not  th*  waya  of  God. 
All  teas  new  religions  hav*  arisen  since  Evo¬ 
lution  got  Into  the  field  to  explain  Ood  away. 

If  there  are  "Many  Baptist*  In  Mississippi  who 
accept  Evolution  along  with  Innocent  Bystmader, 
then  they  have  plenty  of  company  among  the  ad¬ 
herents  to  tne  cult*  and  lams  that  ar*  out  In 
the  world  offering  their  substitutes  tor  the  Ooe- 
pel  of  Jeans  Cbrl*t.  I  do  not  blame  Innocent  By¬ 
stander  for  wanting  to  shield  hla  Identity  when 
to  do  so  would  Inevitably  classify  himself  with 
Infidels,  agonistic*,  and  all  those  who  ar*  de¬ 
parting  from  tha  faith  In  thla  degenerate  age 
of  the  world. 

3.  The  "personal  reference"  of  Innocent  By¬ 
stander  to  the  fact  that  be  and  hla  slaters  have 
outgrown  the  tradition*  of  th*  old  family  fire¬ 
side  to  th*  utter  *uprlse  of  their  honored  eld 
father  lie  a  fine  example  of  what  Evolution  la 
doing  to  the  Old  Faith.  Under  the  Influence  of 
the  devil-inspired,  Infidel  concoction,  th*  young 
er  generation  ar*  outgrowing  th*  simple  faith 
of  the  fhthers.  Instead  of  accepting  th*  majestic 
conception  of  a  Creative  God  who  fram*4  th* 
world*  by  Hla  powlr,  a*  our  fond  parents  Unght 
n*  around  their  knee*,  the  younger  generation 
go  awhorlng  after  a  Ood  that  fiddled  for  count¬ 
less  millions  of  year*  to  evolv*  a  man  from  n 
prlmodlal  germ  of  self-created  protoplasm. 

Innocent  Bystander  any*  that  h*  will  not  at¬ 
tempt  to  give  the  "evidences  of  Evoolutlon”. 
Right  there  la  where  he  gratltonsly  bring*  hlm- 
aelf  Into  contempt  for  aaeertlng  a  declarative  de¬ 
fense  of  a  thing  for  which  he  produces  no  ar¬ 
gument 

In  conclusion,  I  suggest  two  things  to  Innocent 
Bystander.  The  first  la  that  b*  I*  not  “tnno 
cent"  any  longer.  He  ha*  deliberately  com*  to 
the  defense  of  a  thing  that  I*  doing  th*  sible 
more  harm  today  than  any  one  other  thing  In  th* 
thinking  of  the  world.  Instead  of  being  "Inno 
cent  Byttander"  he  la  now  party  to  nil  the  hell- 
born  destruction  that  the  Theory  of  Evolution 
I*  spreading  over  the  world.  He,  and  hi*  on- 
confessed  following  wlch  he  boasts  of  In  Miss¬ 
issippi.  may  not  think  that  this  Is  anything  to  b* 
excited  about.  That  Itself  Is  bnt  another  ef¬ 
fect  of  Evolution  on  hie  sentiment*.  Hla  sort  of 
Ood  I*  not  longer  one  to  be  feared.  Teh  other 
thing  thjat  I  have  to  suggest  to  Innocent  D Satan- 
der  la  that  ha  coma  ont  In  tha  open  nnd  slllgn 
all  hla  following  with  him,  so  that  th*  defeader* 
of  God's  Word  may  at  least  know  were  th*B  en¬ 
emies  lurk.  If  he  really  desires  to  b*  a  friend  to 
God’*  Word,  then  he  ought  not  to  stay  conceal¬ 
ed  and  d«  hla  fighting  under  cover. 

I  never  courted  t  public  dlecuselon  In  my  life,

the  steward.  Every  man  ought  to  take  all  that 
he  seems  to  posses*  and  look  upon  It  and  W*Y, 
"After  all  this  la  not  mine  but  God's  and  It  Is 
required  of  a  steward  that  he  be  fonod  faith¬ 
ful.  and  a  faithful  steward  will  u*e  It  Ilka  Ood 
says.”  If  every  sinner  on  earth  were  to  come  to 
see  this  he  would  become  a  Christian  at  dnce. 
If  every  professed  Christian  could  *ee  this,  there 
would  be  no  hypocrites,  and  such  falthfalheae 
In  the  use  of  money  would  be  manifest  as  would 
bring  in  God’s  Kingdom  hastily. 

The  second  message  of  this  parable  to  every 
living  man,  saint  or  sinner.  Is  "So  use!  thy 
stewardship  as  to  make  friend*  who  wllj  be 
friends  when  you  come  Into  the  everlasting  K)liig- 
dom.”  The  parent  may  so  treat  the  child  (that 
the  child  will  be  on  the  parent'^  side  aqd  a 
friend  at  the  Judgement,  or  he  m^y  so  neglect 
the  Child's  spirit  and  higher  nature  while,  pam¬ 
pering  the  body  and  looking  after  It*  worldly  In¬ 
terest  that  when  the  child  comes  to  the  Judge¬ 
ment  and  sees  what  has  been  done;  It  will  point 
to  the  earthly  parent  as  the  worst  enemy  Itlhnew 
on  earth.  Man  ought  to  so  use  his  money  thslt  he 
will  make  friends  who  will  be  friend*  In  eternity, 
nnd  he  can  so  u?e  It.

'  hour  That  revival  can  come  only  at  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  Christian  Stewardship  are  thoroughly 
understood,  and  Ood’s  people  know  how  to  put 
them  Into  practice  la  thalr  everyday  live. 

Ood’t  people  do  not  realise  that  they  are  Stew¬ 
ard*  Many  live  as  though  they  were  owners  In¬ 
stead  of  trnsteee.  They"  fall  to  do  their  duty  as 
Stewards,  not  because  they  are  unwilling  to  do 
what  they  know  God  want*  them  to  do,  but  be¬ 
tas**  they  have  never  been  clearly  taught  what 
their  duty  Is. 

Oer  young  people  need  some  old-fa*hioned 
presrhlng  on  Stewardship.  They  are  simply 
Sldylag  with  th*  question  of  their  relation  to 
Almighty  God  In  the  matter  of  property. .  Men 
come  Into  all  they  possess  of  this  world’s  goods 
aad  all  other  things,  either  by  Ood  *  active  or 
perm  Iasi  vs  providence,  or  both,  and  in  no  other 
way  do  we  obtain  anything. 

If  this  be  true,  not  merely  Is  the  old  time  doc¬ 
trine  of  Mlvatlon  by  grace  true,  but  It  la  equally 
true  that  poaaeaalons  are  by  gri^re.

I  The  Towner-Sterling  bill,  which 
I  will  be  up  for  discussion  after  the 
recess  of  Congress,  provides  for  a 
|  new  Department  of  Education  In 
I  the  cabinet  of  the  President.  The 
Fess-Kenyon  bill,  sponsored  by  the 
administration,  placet  the  bureau  of 
education  under  the  new  proposed 
Department  of  Public  Welfare.  The 
question  agitating  educators  Is  whe 
ther  their  calling  Is  to  be  thus  given 
a  secondary  rating. 

The  Feaa-Kenyon  bl  lie  for  a  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Welfare  suggests 
an  appropriation  of  about  13,000,000 
a  year  for  edurafonal  purposes, 
while  the  Towner-Sterling  bill  con 
templates  the  spending  of  many  mil¬ 
lions,  the  sum  being  largely  depend¬ 
ent  upon  the  co-operation  which  the 
state  government*  give.
